This volume of the Catalogue of Greek Coins describes the money 
of the Ptolemies, It forms part of the series devoted to the coinage 
of Alexander's successors, of which the Catalogue of the Coins of 
the Seleucidae has already appeared.

COINAGE OF THE PTOLEMIES. 



INTRODUCTION. 

Kg series of coins struck by the successors of Alexander is 

more difficult to class than that of the Ptolemies, 
fiftftffflfifttion. ^^ ^^^ indeed so difficult except the less important 

issues of the Pergamene kings. 
. The regular silver coinage presents the head of the first Ptolemy^ 

and the name common to him and his descendants, 
data. ^^ ^^ ^^ ^^^^ *^^ exceptional silver money bears the 

portraits of Ptolemy I. and of other kings and 
queens, and sometimes their special titles, and the names of the 
queens ; but the gold coins, as a class, are by no means struck 
in the lifetimes of the sovereigns whose portraits are seen on them. 
The copper money haa almost always heads derived from mythology. 
There is na reckoning from an era, like that of the Seleucidae, 
save in the issue of a foreign dependency which does not illustrate 
the ordinary coinage. Most of the silver coins, indeed nearly all 
those of the later Ptolemies, are dated by the regnal years of the 
kings under whom they were struck, and it is upon their evidence 
that the chronological sequence of the whole coinage in all metals 
can be approzimatdy determined. 
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XIV INTRODUCTION. 

The geographical indications are even less definite than the chrono- 
logical. The mints of Cyprus and Phoenicia are 
data^^*^ ® ^ certain, but those of Egypt, and most of those 
of the Cyrenai'ca, can only be described as un- 
attributed to mints, but falling within the territorial limits which 
the fabric and the provenance indicate. The money of Asia 
Minor occupies a middle place, a few mints being probably 
ascertained. 

It has thus been possible to arrange the coins in the Catalogue 

in historical order, usually in the succession of 
Arrangement, • i , .• -■ .

The 

Cyprus. coinage of Cyprus, as the most complete in 

chronological indications, has been placed at the 
Asia Minor, head. The group of Asia Minor is merely a tem- 
porary issue of the first and second Ptolemies, best 
Phoenicia. placed after the mints of Cyprus. The important 

currency of Phoenicia, characterized by distinctive 
peculiarities of style and manner of issue, and second only 
to the Cyprian in historical indications, holds the next 
Egypt. place. The Egyptian money, historically and

CTrenaica. Cyrenaica has a very special character tUronglioat, 

which marks it as the least connected with the 
sister correncies : it thus closes the order* With 
the first and second Ptolemies it is not possible to ad- 
here strictly to this system. For instance, Ptolemy 
II. first coined for the whole empire, except the 
Cyrenaica, a nniform currency. In the middle of his reign the 
Phoenician issues on a new system break this uniformity. Con- 
sequently they are placed after the general coinage, and before 
that of the Cyrenaica. 

The arrangement of the Catalogue is thus first historical, and 
secondly geographical. The grounds of the arrangement have now 
to be stated, under the historical divisions, the reader being referred 
to the section on Mints for the grounds of geographical identic 
fication.

The First Coinage is of gold and silver on the Attic Standard. 

As Ptolemy acknowledges Aridaeus as king in his 

Pirst Coinage. hieroglyphic inscriptions, it is reasonable to suppose 

for ^pwuT^i^- some of that sovereign's money to have been struck 

daeofl, B.C. 823- by the governor while ruling in his name. The coins

of Aridaeus are found in Egypt. One of his gold 
staters may be attributed with probability to a mint of that country. 
(Usual types: A I, and thunderbolt in field of rev.). It is, however, 
at present impossible to separate the issues of Ptolemy during 
this period from those of the other generals. The whole coinage 
of Aridaeus is therefore classed under that of the kings of Macedon. 

The coins which bear the name of Alexander IV., commonly 
called Alexander Aegus by modem writers, must cover the whole 
time from the end of the reign of Aridaeus until the accession of 
Ptolemy as king, the money bearing the name Ptolemy without the 
royal title being local and unimportant.

the second coinage of Lysimachus, in which the homed Alexander 
is bare-headed. The fabric of the coinage of Aridaens, and that of 
Alexander the Great, struck daring his reign and shortly after 
(Miiller, Numismatiqne d' Alexandre le Grand, Classe IV.), is main- 
tained. The thunderbolt, which is constant in the field of the 
reverse, may be regarded as Ptolemy^s badge, as it occurs in com- 
bination with the eagle as the general reverse-type of regal Ptole- 
maic coins, with the exception of limited groups, most of which are 
personally commemorative. It is thus evident that these coins 
form a first departure from the types of Alexander the Great and 
Aridaeus, and the true beginning of the Ptolemaic coinage, intro- 
ducing a new obverse-type and a constant special badge. The 
moneyer's letters OP, it may be noticed, are found in this currency 

(no. 1), and that of Alexander the Great. This 
struck in Egypt 1 coinage was probably issued in Egypt, at the fii*st 

the most secure part of Ptolemy's dominions. The 
scantiness of the series would imply a short period of issue, as the 
greater quantity of that with the new reverse type of Alexander IV. 
would suggest a longer one. Moreover a remarkable monogram of a 
moneyer ^ is common to the larger group and to Alexander's 
money, and therefore we cannot widely separate the two.* 

The Third and Fourth Coinages present in the silver money 
the same obverse-type as the Second, but the reverse bears a new 
type, the figure of the Macedonian Athena Alkis, with the eagle on 
the thunderbolt in the field, which was Ptolemy's badge. The 
fabric is less thick and consequently more spread than that of

the Second Coinage. In type these coinages, the Third and Fourth, 
are the same : they are distinguished by their weight. 

The Third Coinage shows a farther departure from the system 
Third Coinage. . before in use, by the adoption of the Rhodian 
standard for its drachms, whereas the tetra- 
drachms are still Attic. It would appear, from 
the comparison of its monograms and letters 
with those of the Fourth Coinage, that, so far as 
we know, it was wholly struck in Cyprus. Possibly 
it was local, and if so, for a time current with the 
Fourth Coinage issued elsewhere ; but it may, though 
locally struck, have been intended to supply the 
monetary needs of the whole state. Its peculiarity of a double 
standard of weight, Attic and Rhodian, would be due to its place 
as a link between the wholly Attic Second Coinage and the wholly 
Rhodian Fourth, unless the Rhodian drachms were introduced to 
exchange with tetradrachms in the same standard of the Fourth 
Coinage elsewhere in circulation. 

In the Third Coinage, copper money occurs with the head of 
Alexander the Great, homed and uncovered, and 
the regular Ptolemaic reverse, now appearing for 
tlie first time as a separate type, the eagle on the thunderbolt. 

This coinage, which is a peculiarly transitional 
Transitional. series, seems from its scantiness to have been soon 

abandoned. 
The Fourth Coinage is of Rhodian weight, tetradrachms 
Fourth Coinage. alone being known, and the Attic standard thus 
disappears from Ptolemy's coinage. It will be 
seen, that under the Fifth Coinage the Rhodian 
weight is in turn supplanted by the Phoenician, 
after gradually descending to which the standard 
was fixed for the rest of the rule of the Ptolemies,

This natural order is confirmed by the appearance on the aegis 

of Alexander, in some coins of the Fourth Coinage, of the letter 

A, which on the coinage here classed as the Sixth 

^ *^rtl*^''* ^* Ptolemy I. and the First of Philadelphus, is seen 
behind Ptolemy's ear. This can only be an en- 
graver's signature, and the two coinages must therefore be near 
together in date. It might have been thought best to place the 
coins of Alexander IV. with the A at the end of the Fourth Coinage, 
but it is not certain that the letter is characteristic of a special issue, 
as in the case of the Sixth Coinage of Ptolemy I. and First of 
Philadelphus, in which it is seen on all gold coins large enough to 
admit it, and on all silver coins, and farther it cannot be determined 
whether it was not sometimes in the die, but too near the edge to 
appear in a coin ; besides which, it is also often hard to distinguish 
the letter from a scale of the aegis. 

This coinage was probably issued throughout Ptolemy's domi- 
nions. It contains coins which appear to be of

These three symbols may not improbably 
indicate three great oflBces, those of strategos, admiral, and high- 
priest of the island, all held at once by a strategos under the 
Ptolemies, as we learn from an inscription. (Boeckh, C.LG. 2622.) It 
may be conjectured that the strategos was ex officio admiral and 
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high-priest. These symbola cannot be assigned to any towns espe- 
cially; they are not local, but general

B.C. 312, and did not regain it until ac. 308, he could have struck 
money there in the name of Alexander IV., either between the 
years B.C. 316-312 or e.g. 308-305. It ia evident, from the occur- 
rence of the monograms of his regal coinage, that the issue, as far 
as it is known to us, belongs to the later interval ; and it. is not 
impossible that it was continued after his accession as king. 

A remarkable autonomous coin of Cyrene struck under Ptolemy's 

rule should be here mentioned. It is the gold stater 

^®^***f^'^* with Alexander's types, formerly only represented 

in the French National Collection, but of which a 

second specimen has lately been acquired by the Britisk Museum.

Unfortunately neither specimen is complete in the ends of the 
words. The last letter but one of the first word may be either O or 
n in both specimens : in that of the British Museum it looks like fl 
altered to O in the die. The last letter, only seen in the Paris specimen,

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A ends the second word ; it could liave been followed by an iota 
subscriptum. The true reading may be discovered by comparing 
the autonomous coins of Cyrene of the period immediately pre- 
ceding. In them the ethnic name is always KYPANAlON, and the 
magistrates' occur in the genitive with the Doric form in £i, 
(Miiller, Numismatique de PAncienne Afrique, p. 113, on the second 
point.) This evidence would give us KYRAN AlON PTOAEMAin. 
A similar inscription is found on a remarkable tetradrachm of the 
usual types of the Third and Fourth Coinages, in the Demetrio 
Collection, kindly communicated to me by M. Peuardent : it reads 
AAEZANAPEION rTOAEMAI[OY ?] (PL xxxu. 3). While the 
form is grammatically similar, there is a diflference of meaning: 
the coin is " of Alexander,'^ not " of the Alexandrians,'' but this 
does not militate against the reading in the case of the stater of 
Cyrene. The one is a civic coinage, the other a regal one. Ptolemy 
in both cases is the magistrate who controls or issues the coinage. 
Thus the coinage could be one in which the Cyrenaeans who 
issued it paid honour to Ptolemy, who thus allowed them a privilege 
of autonomy. This is quite consistent with the appearance on their 
late autonomous coins of the same magistrates' names as those 
which occur on Cyrenaean money of Ptolemy as king. (Cf. Miiller, 
Num. de I'Anc. Afr., i., tab. 1. See Id., p. 53, 70, 71, iii. 189, on 
the whole question.) 

This coin must have been issued before Ptolemy took the title of 
king; either during his first rule of the Cyrenaica, B.C. 822-312, or 
his second, b.c. 808-805. The historical circumstances of each 
period are too much alike for us to be able to choose between them. 
In 322, as in 308, the rule of Ptolemy succeeded a local tyranny 
from which the Cyrenaeans must have rejoiced to escape. How- 
ever anxious for autonomy, many citizens must have welcomed 
Ptolemy as a very different ruler from Thimbron, Ophelias, and 
Agathocles. d 
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If we examine the series of gold coins issued daring Ptolemy^s 
rule in the Cyrenaica bearing his name^ we may find a clue to the 
period of issue. They show four distinct transitions of inscription, 
and two of type :—

It can scarcely be doubted that the coin inscribed PTOAEMAlOY 
was issued during the Interregnum, after Ptolemy had recovered the 
Cyrenaica, therefore B.C. 308-305. Hie name of Ptolemy could 
not appear on any earlier coin except as a magistrate, as might be 
the case with the first issue, where the people also appears in an 
equally prominent manner. K this classing be correct, the magis- 
trate's name EY^PI in the second issue compared with EY in the 
first, supported by the identity of type, would lead us to assign both 
to the same period. Should this be admitted, most probably 
Ptolemy, not the people, struck the first coin. The change firom the 
earlier types to those of the reign of Ptolemy would thus be 
unbroken. 

It will be necessary to recur to the subject of the coinage of 
the Cyrenaica at the close of this section, where the whole currency 
of the dependency, from B.C. 305 to the accession of Berenice II.

That Ptolemy I. struck coins in his own name as king cannot 
^ . , be doubted. The analogy of his hieroglyphic

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would be almost a blank in numismatics. Having assigned the-

It is also to be noticed that the Cyprian 

issues of Ptolemy's Fourth Coinage, and of that with the A, are 

connected by the copper money of the island, which will be seen 

to belong to the Fifth or intermediate coinage, this copper, 

inter alia, presenting monograms of both. There can therefore be 

no great distance of time between the latest issues with the types 

of Alexander IV., and the earliest of Ptolemy I. bearing the A^ or 

the Fourth and Sixth Coinages. 

The types of gold and silver are the head of Ptolemy and the 
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eagle on the thunderbolt : the obverse of the copper presents on 
the larger coins the head of Zeus Ammon, on the smaller that of 
Alexander in the elephant's skin. 

It is necessary now to discuss the limited class of silver without 
Gronp without *^® ^ ' which does not belong to this section, and 
^' forms the exceptional part of the whole gfroup. 

Its coins are marked by the absence of the A , and the obverse- 
type of the corresponding copper is a head of Alexander with 
the horn of Ammon, and long hair instead of the short hair of 
the Third and Fourth Coinages ; this copper, moreover, being of 
diflferent denominations to that of the Ptolemaic regal series with 
the A , As this type of the copper never returns in either of its 
varieties, all later coins which present the head of Alexander show- 
ing it clad in the elephant's skin and aegis, and as, moreover, the 
denominations do not recur, there can be no doubt that this 
money, with its corresponding silver and gold, should immediately 
follow the Fourth Coinage, and precede the coinage with the A . 
The Cyrenaic coins also indicate a similar intermediate issue (p. 11, 
.^^ nos. 95, 96). This coinage would thus be the 

Ptolemy I. Fifth of Ptolemy I. It is especially to be noted that 

( . u. -8.) ^YiQ Cyprian symbols conjectured in the Catalogue to 
ma?*k three great oflBces (p. xix.), first appear on the silver of the 
Fourth Coinage, are continued in the copper of the Fifth, which 
alone we possess of Cyprus of that issue, and then disappear for a 
century. It is also noticeable that the silver coins set apart as the 
Fifth Coinage seem in some cases of an earlier style than those of 
the coinage with the A , and that correspondingly the head of 
Ptolemy does not seem so aged on the supposed earlier as on the 
supposed later issue. It might, of course, be urged that it is 
unreasonable to intercalate the Fifth Coinage between the coins 
with the types of Alexander IV., which have the A, and those regal 
Ptolemaic coins characterized in the same way, and that in con- 
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sequence the coinage here called the Fifth of Ptolemy I. should 
follow instead of precede the similar series with the A . The 
answer to this objection is, that the copper money with the head 
of Alexander, which corresponds to the silver of the Fifth Coinage, 
would under the changed arrangement present an inexplicable 
recurrence to a previous coinage after the issue of one in a more 
complete system into which it would break. 

To sum up : — the Fifth Coinage appears to have been the first 
attempt at a new currency by Ptolemy as king* It may have 
been local: certainly it was not of long duration. Part of th^ 
coinage with the A ^ as Ptolemy^s Sixth Coinage^ marks the final com-> 
pletion of the reform. Partly issued by Ptolemy L, it was no doubt 
mostly struck as the first general coinage of Philadelphus. 

The coinage of the Cyrenwca, under Ptolemy as king, must here 

be noticed separately, as it stands almost alone.

The historical facts of the period from the first

acquisition of the Cyrenaica to the accession of 
Berenice are as follows, it being best to go back for the moment 
to Ptolemy's governorship. 

The Cyrenaica was acquired by Ptolemy B.C. 322, and apparently 
held, notwithstanding a rebellion b.C- 313, until b.c. 312, when 
Ophelias successfully revolted, and ruled it independently until 
his death, B.C. 308, shortly after which Ptolemy recovered the 
province. The successful general was his stepson Magas, son of 
Berenice I., who as governor, and for a time as independent king, 
ruled for fifty years, until B.C. 258. He was governor so long aa 
Ptolemy I. reigned, but revolted against his half-brother Ptolemy IL, 
and became king, for how long we do not know, peace being ulti- 
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mately made by the submission of Magas, and the betrothal of 
Berenice II., his heiress, to Ptolemy Euergetes, son and ultimately 
successor of Philadelphus. This engagement was evaded by the 
mother of Berenice, but in vain, and the young queen was at last 
married to Ptolemy. The marriage appears to have taken place 
about B.C. 255, Berenice having ruled as queen till that date from 
her father's death, and her husband becoming, as we may infer, 
king consort rather than king of Oyrene. 

The date of the revolt of Magas, and the length of his reign, are 
obscure. In the war with Philadelphus, Antiochus I., king of Syria, 
was in alliance with Magas. Consequently this war must have 
occurred within the limits of the Syrian king's reign, B.a 280-262. 
The last date is two years later than the lowest that modern 
writers have assigned to the revolt, b.c. 264 ; the first is identical 
with the highest. 

The numismatic evidence may narrow the question. Ptolemy 

Philadelphus was involved in a war with Antiochus 

I., as partizan of Magas. It must have been thus 

. that the Egyptian king acquired Phoenicia. He struck dated coins 

for Tyre from B.C. 266-5 (no. 44), to his death, B.C. 247. A prior 

undated coinage was issued at Tyre and Sidon (no. 32, seqq,) , to which 

we may assign at least two more years, and place the first issue of 

coins of Phoenicia by the Ptolemies not later than B.C. 268-7. 

Making allowance for the preparation for war, and the time needed 

for the conquest and reorganization of Phoenicia, so that mints 

could be established, we may venture to add two years more, and 

obtain as the most probable lower limit for the war with Antiochus I., 

B.C. 270-69. Thus the period of uncertainty as to this war, and 

equally as to the revolt of Magas, would not exce3d the years 

B.C. 280 to 269.

The later series^ or the First and Second Phoenician Coinages of 
Philadelphus, is of silver and copper. The copper includes the 
large piece which has been thought to be the Egyptian pound struck 
as a coin« The gold is to be sought in other series. Accordingly, 
we find gold octadrachms of Arsinoe II. struck in Phoenicia during 
this period. The heavy coins, indeed, in all metals, octadrachms of 
Arsinoe II., and those with the portraits of Ptolemy I. with 
Berenice I., and Ptolemy II. with Arsinoe II., the silver decadrachms 
of Arsinoe II., and the rarer silver octadrachms of Ptolemy I. of 
the A series, as well as the heavy copper of both Egypt and 
Phoenicia, seem to have had their origin under Philadelphus, and 
also to have been struck in the second part of his reign, except 
the octadrachms of Ptolemy L, which can only be of the first half.

The appearance of the buckler on the coins of Cyprus as a 

constant symbol is of much importance. It also 
Symbol, buckler. _ , . i. ., -r« ,. . i . i 

characterizes some of the Egyptian coins, which 

stand in the same relation as those of Cyprus to the series with 

the A , and also tho earliest, coins with the four portraits. There 

can, therefore, be no reasonable doubt that it is a badge introduced 

by Philadelphus. This symbol does not usually recur later except 

in the series of the four portraits, where, it must be remarked, 

it is specially associated with the busts of Philadelphus and 

Arsinoe II. 

The coinage of Phoenicia must be more specially noticed, as it 

presents some noteworthy peculiarities, and affords 

an important chronological indication. 

This silver coinage seems to have formed the bulk of the ordinary 

silver currency of Philadelphus in the second half of his reign, to 

judge from the abundance that has come down to our time, and 

from the certainty that in several years more than one die was used 

for the coinage of the same town. It appears that 
f minting *^^^ coinage was struck at a central mint, for the 

five cities, Sidon, Tyre, Ptolemais, Joj^a, and Gaza. 
We observe, that on the whole the type of the head of Ptolemy I. 
changes very remarkably year by year throughout the five cities, 
that some coins bear the mint-letters of Joppa and Gaza together, 
and that a reverse-die of Joppa, year 33, was altered to suit Tyre, 
year 34 (no. 97). 

The Phoenician coinage is farther remarkable for the title Soter 
given to Ptolemy from the year 25 inclusive, showing that it was 
issued commemoratively in his honour. It is of three classes, under 
two groups, here called the First and Second Coinages of Phoenicia; 
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The First Coinage has the style PTOAEMAIOY 

^"^ * BASIAEfl^, and is at first undated (A), of Sidon, 

Tyre, and Ace-Ptolemais. Then follows a dated series (B) of Tyre,

Second Coinage, like that of Tyre. The Second Coinage is of Sidon,

Tlie change of style from PTOAEMAIOY BASIAEAS to 

PTOAEMAIOY SXITHPOS is accounted for by 

M. Revillout's discovery that the worship of the 

first Ptolemy with the title Soter was introduced by Philadelphus 

between the 22nd and 29th years of his reign. {Revue J^gyptologiqiie, 

i. 15, seqq,). These Phoenician coins show that the actual date was 

the 25th year, b.c. 261-0. As the head of Ptolemy I. was retained 

on the coinage, it was not unnatural to associate it with his special 

honorary title. It is, however, remarkable that no coins known to 

have been struck out of Phoenicia by Philadelphus or his successors 

present the style PTOAEMAIOY SXITHPOS. In all other cases, 

therefore, the head of Ptolemy I. on the obverse is associated with 

the name of the reigning king on the reverse. It is obvious that 

the issue of the Phoenician coinage in the 25th year of Philadelphus 

seems to indicate a more complete organization of the country than 

does the earlier money. It may be conjectured that the king of 

Egypt allowed his new subjects, wrested from the Syrian dominion, 

some degree of autonomy, and by this commemorative coinage 

indicated this favour, and the final success of his father's efibrts 

to subdue them under cover of deliveranca This conjecture may 

account for the concurrent use of the style PTOAEMAIOY 

BfiiilAEili and PTOAEMAIOY SXITHPOS by Philadelphus ; 

but there is a farther phenomenon which may explain it more fully 
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the usage of the coins of Cyprus under the same king. In the 
First Coinage, the silver has the ordinary style PTOAEMAIOY 
BASIAEA^* In the Second Coinage, the monogram J^ for i£l 
appears on the gold and silver coins, and some copper ones. This 
monogram does not stand for the name of a city or a magistrate, as 
no city corresponds, and no magistrate could have held office during 
the three successive reigns in which it is first constant and then 
frequent. Can it be connected with the Phoenician style, PTOAE- 
MAIOY, SXITHPOS ? The coins of Phoenicia may solve this ques- 
tion. At first, under Ptolemy II. and III., they present the 
inscription PTOAEMAIOY SXITHPOS, once combined with SH 
on a coin of Ptolemais, where similar coins present AS and ZE, as 
though these inscriptions stood for cognate titles of the city,'Acri;Xo9, 
Bevia, and %(OT€ipa. Under Ptolemy IV., the two styles PTOAE- 
MAIOY SnTHPOS and PTOAEMAIOY BASIAEflS occur side 
by side, but the second form (Sidon) is PTOAEMAIOY BASIAEIIS 
in (p. 64, no. 23) ; and PTOAEMAIOY ♦lAOPATOROS SH 
(Tyre, no. 24), the form being g, also occurs. It seems, therefore, 
possible that in these coins SXl, except in the singular case of its use • 
apparently for a city title, is a survival of SXITHPOS. Against this 
might be urged the occurrence of these letters on the coin with the 
title Philopator, and on another of the same king, also of Tyre, with 
the style PTOAEMAIOY SHTHPOS (no. 25) ; but this might be 
accounted for as the efiect of long use. If we might suppose that the 
letters i£l in Cyprus at least are an abbreviation of SXITHROS, 
the Cyprian style would be a link between the Phoenician and the 
Egyptian, and read BASIAEflS PTOAEMAIOY SnTHPOS. It 
would seem, therefore, as if Ptolemy Philadelphus, in order to con- 
ciliate the Phoenicians, issued the coinage commemorative of his 
father, in harmony with special privileges, that in Egypt, where the 
regal power was always absolute, and most emphatically so with the 
natives, he struck in his own name ; but that in Cyprus a conces-

Egyptian system, it has been supposed that the coinage was adjusted 
to it, especially as copper was the principal currency among 
the natives under the Ptolemies, the money of Egypt in this metal 
having a special importance in their issues, as may be seen in a 
moment if we compare the Ptolemaic with the Seleucid or Mace- 
donian currencies. Since M. Revillout's researches doubt has been 
cast on this hypothesis. For the information of the reader, the 
weights of the Egyptian copper are given later. (Section, 
Weights.) 

The obverse-type of both Phoenician and Egyptian copper is the 
head of Zeus Ammon.. The Egyptian coins present the new reverse- 
type of the Eagle on the thunderbolt with open wings, looking back^ 
The largest Phoenician coins have two eagles for the reverse, indi- 
cating the two Adelphi or Philadelphi, Ptolemy and Arsinoe II., 
like the double comucopi© on the coins of Arsinoe II. The coins 
of the next size have the eagle with open wings, the smaller, the 
ordinary Ptolemaic eagle. (See pi. v., nos. 7 — 9.) The style is 
TTOAEMAIOY BASIAEflS. With very few exceptions, of 
which the most important are the Cyrenaic issues of Ptolemy 
Euergetes U. and Soter II., all copper coins of the Ptolemies bear 
only the titles BASIAEY^ or BASI AISSA . The absence of the 
portrait of Ptolemy Soter would account for the absence of his 
title in the Phoenician copper, and it should be remembered that 
money in this metal was always of less importance in reference 

/ 
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to the authority by whom it was issued than that in the precious 
metals. 

The heavy copper money of Egypt above described appears to 
belong to the reign of Philadelphus only, a new reverse-type being 
issued by Euergetes : that of Phoenicia was continued for a while 
with the silver under the later king.

To the reign of Philadelphus we must assign ihe first issue of two 
series of coins of a medallic character, which were 
^ **'^** • ^ long continued under later sovereigns. The one is 
first issued by principally of gold octadrachms. It bears the busts 
PhUadelphns. ^^ ptolemy II. with Arsinoe II., and Ptolemy I. with 

Berenice I. The other is principally of gold octadrachms and silver 
decadrachms. It bears the bust of Arsinoe II. No such great gold 
coins are known of Ptolemy I., who issued pentadrachms ; the first 
step in the direction of these heavier issues having been made by the 
coinage of the very rare silver octadrachms of the series with the 
A , most probably by Ptolemy II. It is consistent with the mag- 
nificence of the reign of Philadelphus, and true to his policy that 
these medallic family coins should have been first issued by him. 
The coins with the four portraits, on the obverse those of

first noticed. The portrait of Philadelphus may 
toi'myn III ^^ compared with that in the Hunter Collection 
(PI. vii.

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terized by the buckler on the obversej as in the general coinages of 
Philadelphus. They are not inconsistent in style with his other 
coinages^ and with the gold octadrachms of Arsinoe II. of his reign, 
and that of his successor Ptolemy III., to be discussed under the 
next head. That these coins were first issued under Philadelphus 
appears from the titles OEO| and AAEA^I; Ptolemy I. and 
his consort already deified, but not Ptolemy 11. and Arsinoe II. 
Of a slightly later style are coins with the same symbol. These 
may be a later issue during the same period. Thus the mass of 
these coins would probably be of Ptolemy II. or III., or both. Of 
a markedly different style are others with, as symbol, a spear-head

(PL viii. 1-6.) which correspond in their dates and mint-letters, 
monograms, &c., to the Phoenician currency of the latest part of the 
reign of Ptolemy II. and the earliest of Euergetes. They are there- 
fore of Arsinoe II., second wife of Ptolemy II. His first wife, 
Arsinoe I., daughter of Lysimachus, was divorced in B.C. 277, in 
his eighth or ninth year. There are no coins in the series which can 
be reasonably attributed to her, and the undated coins bearing the 
name of Arsinoe of the same or similar fabric and style to those of 
the cities of Phoenicia may be assigned to the same period, and 
therefore classed to Ptolemy 11. or III.

^ "• - v superior to that of Philopator, whose Phoenician 
coinage is certain, combined with a copper issue, which, in the case 
of Tyre, closely corresponds with the bulk of the Egyptian money of 
Euergetes, the two eagles on the largest coin here giving way to 
the single eagle 5 but the correspondence is in the matter of style 
rather with his Second than his First Coinage in Egypt. The 
silver pieces of this Third Coinage of Phoenicia are characterized 
in the case of Tyre and Ptolemais by the monogram Ifl to the right. 
The copper is marked by a variety of type in the case of that which 
is probably of Sidon, and by a prominent town-symbol at Ptolemais^ 
Joppa, and Berytus, in addition to the symbol of Tyre, the club 
already in use. At the close of the Phoenician series is placed a 
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remarkable tetradrachm (pi. xi., no. 9), with the symbol of an agalma, 
apparently of the Asiatic Artemis, which in the portrait of Ptolemy I. 
resembles in style a barbarous coin of Ptolemai's of the First Coinage, 
and the earlier coins of the series of the Era (pi. xxv., nos. 1,2). It 
is probably of Phoenicia or Syria. 

The First Coinage of Egypt consists, as far as we know, of a 
Egypt, series of bronze pieces, remarkable for the fineness 

^ ^ * of their metal, which present generally one obverse- 
(Pl. xii. 1, 2.) type and one reverse-type of all denominations, the 
head of Zeus Ammon and the eagle with a cornucopias before it. The 
smaller denominations have also Alexander's head in the elephant's 
skin. The whole series is marked by the occurrence of the 
monogram Jjt, which is also found on the silver money of Bere- 
nice II. struck in the Cyrenaica. So peculiar a monogram can 
scarcely have occurred more than once within the course of two 
reigns, for this is the utmost limit fabric would allow for the coins 
bearing it, and we must remember the wide use of a single mono- 
gram at this time. It is therefore reasonable to class the copper 
series to Euergetes, the husband of Berenice, for of course we could 
not connect a Cyrenaean money er of Berenice with Philadelphus. 
Moreover there is a cognate and more limited series with similar 
reverse-types, which is undoubtedly of the same age as the copper 
coins just discussed, and which bears on the obverse the laureate 
bust of Euergetes. 

The Second Coinage of Egypt is marked by the new gold money

Cyprus* It is to be remarked that the copper Tyrian coins of the 
Third Coinage of Phoenicia, which are strikingly like the heavier 
copper coins of Egypt of the Second Coinage, bear in higher 
denominations the letters Al. Thus we have two certain instances 
of prevalent moneyers' letters in ^ and Al. It is indeed in this 
^nd the succeeding two reigns that this recurrence of prevalent 
moneyers' letters or monograms, as in the various mints of the 
coinage with A, is particularly to be noted*

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the samo is the case with the only other Egyptian queens whos0 
names occur on coins, Cleopatra II. or III. as wife of Ptolemy 
Physcon, Cleopatra III. as his widow, and Cleopatra VII., Hh'e last 
and most famous of that name, when sole queen, and when co* 
regent with Ptolemy Caesar. It is to be remarked that each of these 
queens had a hereditary right. Berenice II. inherited the Cyrenaicaj 
Cleopatra I. brought with her the claim to Ccele-Syria and Phoe- 
nicia, her dowry; Cleopatra II, was treated as co-heiress by hep 
brothers; Cleopatra III. was heiress of Philometor; and the last 
Cleopatra was co-heiress of Auletes, striking money with the reg^ 
title, as sole sovereign, or coregent with a junior. It was necessary 
to premise this, lest it should be supposed that all the coinage of 
Berenice II. as queen should be limited to her reign in Cyrenal'ca, from 
the death of her father Magas, B.C. 258, to the accession of Ptolemy 
Euergetes, b.c. 247, when, or a little later, the diadems of Egypt and 
the Cyrenaica were united, by the marriage of Ptolemy and Berenice. 

It will be best to begin the study of the coinage of Berenice II. 

Cyrenaica. with that of the Cyrenaica, as this class could alone 

comprise specimens of her currency as queen before the reunion 
of the province to Egypt. 

The Cyrenaic coinage is limited to Cyrene and Euesperides, or 
Cyrene. Berenice, new-named after the queen* The coins of 

Gold, sUver. Cyrene are gold and silver, and remarkable as 
( . xni. .) aflFording divisions peculiar to them of the Phoe- 
nician weight-system. The gold coins are the tridrachm and 
its fifth and tenth, whereas the regular Ptolemaic coins are, 
first the pentadrachm, didrachm, and hemidrachm, then the 
octadrachm and tetradrachm. The silver coin is a hexadrachm, 
a denomination unknown to the true Ptolemaic currency. It 
is therefore evident that this is a special coinage. It may. 
be conjectured that the system was adopted with the object of 
harmonizing the Ptolemaic standard with the Attic standard pre- 
viously current in the Cyrenaica. It will be observed that the fifth 
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b£ the Ptolemaic tridrachm is an Attic hemidraclim, and the tenth of 
the tridrachm the quarter of the Attic drachm. In the gold coinage 
issued before the rale of the CyrenaTca by the Ptolemies, the hemi- 
drachm occurs, and possibly its half. The hexadrachm in silver is 
an Attic pentadrachm, equally with it an entirely new denomination. 
Do these peculiar coins belong to the sole reign of Berenice II., 
Dateof iwTO. or to her joint reign with Ptolemy Euergetes ? The 
coinage in precious metal of the Ptolemies after the settlement of the 
standard has but one great change, the substitution of the gold octa- 
dr^rchm and tetradrachm for the pentadrachm and hemidrachm. It 
seems therefore very unlikely that after the union of the crowns 
Berenice should have innovated, particularly as her money struck out 
of the Cyrenaica is uniform in system with that of her husband. On 
the other hand, it must be remarked that the monogram >|i: found 
on a silver hexadrachm (p. 60, no. 8) characterizes what I believe to 
be the first issue of Ptolemy Euergetes in bronze, and this would 
indicate that Berenice's coins of Cyrenaica are part of those of the 
empire, and thus not of her sole reign. The question must for the 
present remain undetermined. 

The coins of Euesperides-Bereniee are probably of the queen's 
Sitesperides- first or sole reign. The portrait is youthful, and 
(PI. xiii. 7, 8.) ^^^ fabric poor. They present the monogram of

The rest of Berenice's coinage presents nothing exceptional but 
the Cyprian money bearing her name as well as that of Ptolemy.

Note on the coins of Gyrene xoith the inscription KOlNON. 
The series of the Cyrenaica presents a gap in regal money between 
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Berenice II. and about the time of Ptolemy V., and is interrupted 

by an autonomous issue in silver and copper characterized by the 

Fote on Cyrene inscription KOINON . The weight is Phoenician, and 

coins witk there are no names of magistrates^ The description 

of both silver and copper is as follows : — 

Head of Zeus Ammon r., diademed. Rev. KOINON Silphium* 

In style these coins are good. The head of Zeus Ammon re- 
sembles that of the first Egyptian coinage of Ptolemy Euergetes I., 
the fabric that of the Cyrenaic coins classed to Ptolemy V. 

Hi&ftory explains the appearance of this new coinage, relating how 
Ecdemus and Demophanes, having been sent for by the Cyrenaeans, 
governed them and preserved their liberty {en Si KvprjvaUov ovtov^ 
fAerawefiy^afiiva^p, i7rt(}>av&9 irpovaTqaav koX 8i€<f>v\a^av avT0?9 Ti)f' 
iXevdepiav, Polyb. x. 25. Kvprjvaioi^i Setjdelaap, T€Tapar//jUva>v r&v Karii 
Tvjv iroKw KoX voaovprav, ifKewavre^ evvofiiap eOevro koX SieKoafLrjaav 
apiara ttjv woXw, Plut. Philop. i. 1). Unfortunately the date is not 
given, but Thrige cannot be far wrong in placing the events between 
B.C. 250 and 220 (Res Cyrenensium, p. 240, 241). The lowest pos- 
sible limit is B.C. 216, when Livy, speaking of the detention at 
Cyrene of the ship carrying Decius Magius of Capua, states not only 
that the city was under royal rule but that an appeal to Ptolemy 
was possible. (Navem Cyrenas detulit tempestas, qu© tum in ditione 
regum erant. ibi quum Magius ad statuam Ptolemaei regis con- 
fugisset, deportatus a custodibus Alexandriam ad Ptolemaeum^ etc., 
xxiii. 10.) The accession of Ptolemy III, took place B.C. 247, that 
of Ptolemy IV. b.c. 222. 

The evidence of the regal coins seems to show that during the 
reign of Euergetes scarcely any coins were struck in the Cyrenaica 
in his name. The coinage may have been Berenice's, if her money 
was issued in the Cyrenaica after her husband's accession. But it 
seems most probable that Berenice conceded a certain degree of 
autonomy to Cyrene, which included the right of coining; when a 
Ptolemy, probably Philopator, withdrew the one privilege he may 
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not have interfered witli the other, (On the whole question, see 
Thrige p. 239, seqq.; on the coinage here discussed, Muller, Numis- 
matique de TAncienne Afrique, i. 37, seqq., iiL 187.) 

Corns of Ptolemy IV; Philopator, 

The coinage of Ptolemy Philopator presents that conftision which 

Coinage of Pto- we should expect in a reign marked by a great war, 
political ^^hiftu- causing the temporary loss of the eastern provinces, 
«ncos. and characterized by bad government. 

The money of Cyprus appears to fall into three groups : first the 
CypruB. reissue of the Cyprian tetradrachms of Ptolemy 

marked. " Philadelphus, with countermarks for Salamis and 

(PI. xiv. 1.) fQp Citium. These coins are presumably later 

than the Cyprian coinages of Euergetes, which, it will be 
remembered, complete the old series (to an earlier part of which 
these countermarked coins belong), and add to it another with that 
king's portrait. They are certainly anterior to the reign of Ptolemy 
Epiphanes, under whom a new coinage of Cyprus was issued 
immediately on or very soon after his accession, which coinage was 
continued by his successors. It is also unlikely that old coins 
would have been thus recirculated in the prosperous reign of 
Euergetes. These countermarked pieces are therefore probably of 
Philopator, and if so they may be reasonably placed before the issue 
of the dated series, and therefore in his first and second years. 

The second, or dated series, consists mainly of copper, the Museum 

, containing one silver coin that may be here classed

per dated. with probability. The copper pieces are dated in 

( .xiv. -5.) ^j^^ third and fourth years. They bear on the 
obverse the monogram ^ or the letter K ; on the reverse, in the 
field (1.) S, and (r.) the date preceded by the symbol L. The obverse 
type of the largest denomination is the head of Zeus Ammon, of the 
next that of the bearded Herakles, and of the smallest that of Pallas. 
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The reign is probably fixed by the oceurrence of 5^ for the earliei? 

2 or ^ of Cyprus, as on the coin of Tyre (pi. riv., 10) which bears 
the king's title (rToAEMAlOY ♦lAOPATOPO^). This com- 
bination has been conjectured in the earlier part of this essay to be 
the abbreviation of SHTHPO? (p. xxxv). The symbol L for the 
yeai* is here first seen : we find it in the Cyprian coinage of Bpiphanes, 
and thenceforward on nearly all silver coins, ultimately of Egypt as 
well as of Cyprus.*^ The silver coin of Salamis dated in the fourth 
year, and with the owl a» symbol in the field (1.) (pi. xiv., 2), is 
here placed on account of its being> both on obverse and reverse, of a 
finer style than the Qoins of Cyprus of Efpiphanes. It might, but for 
its style, have been attributed to the regency of CteopatraI.,on a stiver 
coin of which the same symbol occurs. (Berl. Zeitsch. iii., Taf. ix. 15.) 

The third group, which was probably contemporary with the other 
Dionysiac aU- *^^^ ^^ ^^® beginning of a series evidently issued 
▼««^. through several reigns in Cyprus, the fabric and 

V • ^iv- > ') provenance being equally in favour of this attri- 
bution. The obverse-type is the king's bust as Dionysus, clad in 
the nebris, his diadem entwined with the ivy-wreath, and the 
thyrsus over his shoulder. The unmistakable portrait on the 
earliest coins of the series (pi. xiv., 6, 7), those here classed to Philo- 
pator, and that king's known attachment to the worship of Dionysus^ 
fix these coins to him as their originator. Thus, as in the cases of 
Alexander the Great, Ptolemy Soter, Arsinoe II., and later, Cleo- 
patra I., the portrait of Ptolemy Philopator was retained in later 
currency. The Dionysiac type of Philopator recalls the story in 
the third book of Maccabees, of this king's persecution of the Jews, 
characterized by his ordering them to be branded with the ivy-leaf ; 
though this story may be a combination in a dramatic form of the 
persecution by Antiochus Epiphanes, and that attempted by Ptolemy 
Physcon, with which indeed it has been connected. It may also 

• Most probably it is the Egyptian demotic symbol for * year.' 
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be remarked that the Dionysiao Guild of the oi irepX tov Atopvaov 
rexvlrai. was of some consequence in the island (Boeckh, C. I. G. 2619, 
2620^. If Boeckh's restoration ef the first of the two inscriptions 
referred to be correct, the office of Secretary of the Guild was at one 
time held by a Strategos, who was i^o admiral and high-priest of 
Cyprus (2619). According to the second inscription, this guild was 
at another time -connected with the cultus of the Euergetae, whether 
Euergetes I. and Berenice 11. or Euergetes II. and one or both of the 
Cleopatras, cannot be proved (2620). If we could infer that the 
Secretaryship of the Guild was held er officio by the governor of 
Cyprus then the recurrence of a Dionysiac coinage marked by the 
symbols (with ^thers^ of the supposed offices of the Strategos would 
be very significant. In the present state of knowledge all that can be 
dene is to point to a possible connexion of the Guild and the coinage. 
The Phoenician money of Ptolemy Philopator falls into two classes, 
Phoenicia. which I have termed the First and Second Coinages, 
"iiver?**^^' To the First Coinage I have assigned a tetradrachm 
(PI. xiv. 8.) represented in the National Collection by two speci- 
mens from the same die, which differs from the latest or Third 
Coinage of Euergetes in having the inscription BA^IAEfl^ instead 
of SHTHPOS. The fabric is remarkably similar, but the portrait of 
Ptolemy I. is varied. The letters in the field to left appear to be 
eE 51 5TPA, which I would conjecturally read ©EOAOTOY 
^lAHNOS or ^lAIlNinN JTPATHroY, Theodotus having been 
governor of Phoenicia and Coele-Syria from B.C. 222 to 219. To the 
right in the field there are traces of letters which appear to be SH, 

equivalent to S on coins of Cyprus and a coin of Tyre to be presently 
noticed. This coinage would have been naturally interrupted by 
the temporary success of Antiochus III., B.C. 219 — 217. 

The Second Coinage would foUow the recovery of 

^Silver * *^® Asiatic provinces after the Battle of Raphia, b.c. 

(PI. xiv. 9, 10.) 217. The ordinary silver coins assigned tothiscoinage 
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are merely a continuation of the usual Phoenician series of the earlier 
kings with the inscription ^flTHPO^, the inferior work of which 
would induce us to put them as late as possible, and thus to 
Philopator^s second rule in Phoenicia, there being no place for them 
in the Phoenician money of Epiphanes. The coinage of Tyre is 
represented by a coin of this group, equally barbarous with the rest, 
haying the monogram and symbol of the city in the field (1.), and 

the letters 5 (rO> ^^ ^^^ ^^ ^7 * ^^^^ ^^^ *^® king's portrait and the

inscription PTOAEMAIOY ♦rAOPAToPO^, the letters 5 occur- 
ring in the field as before (pi. xiv., 10). A coin classed to Sidon 
is a link between this coinage and the First Coinage. The obverse 
bears the king's portrait : the reverse has the title BA^IAEQS; in 
the field (1.) are the letters ^£1, while 51, here presumably the mint- 
name, appears between the eagle's legs, a very unusual place (no. 9). 
The reverse of this coin is closely similar to that of the Phoenician 
and Egyptian silver coinage of Ptolemy Epiphanes. The irregularity 
of the Second Coinage may be explained by the disturbance caused 
by the temporary loss of Phoenicia to Antiochus III. It may be 
added that the head of Ptolemy Soter on this group is similar to that 
on coins of the Era Series (cf. pi. xxv., 3-5), probably struck in 
Phoenicia or the neighbouring territory, which it is reasonable to class 
to about the same period. 

Philopator's copper money of Phoenicia is classed as later than 

that of Euergetes, and earlier than that of Epiphanes:

it cannot be said to which of his two coinages in silver 

it corresponds. The pieces are small and scanty. That of Ptolemais 

is interesting as ofiering the symbol of the tripod as well as the 

monogram of the town. 

In the gold assigned to Egypt the octadrachms bear the king's 
Egypt, Gold. ^^^^ ^^^ ^^^ eagle, with the title Philopator, like the 
(PI. xY. 1, 2.) silver coin of Tyre noticed above. The copper 

coinage is attributed to this reign as naturally following the latest of 
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Ptolemy Eaergetes^ and bearing between the eagle's legs sometimes 
Copper. a letter and sometimes the monogram £[ » which is 

(PI. XV. 3-5.) probably identical with E in the issue of Euergetes 
just mentioned. It is characterized by the reverse-type of the 
eagle looking back and bearing a comucopiso on his left wing. 
A similar coinage, probably from its inferiority issued after this^ 
shows the eagle looking forward with open wings. The two are 
connected by their mint-letters. In both issues the head of 
Alexander in the elephant's skin takes the place of that of Zeus 
Ammon on smaller coins.

from Egypt by his mother. The important inter- 
ruption is in the troubled early period of the reign of Philometor. 
The classification depends on the dates the coins bear and their style. 
The portrait of Ptolemy Soter, although greatly varied, must be taken 
into consideration, as similar types of this portrait are repeated at the 
same mint during several years, though there is a change every few- 
years, without departure from the general type. 

The starting-point for the arrangement of the whole series is

The later issues of the series will be seen to follow accord- 
later coinages ^^S ^^ ^^® sequence of style, there being some 
of series. difficulty in the case of the Cyprian coinage of 

the first four years of the two sons of Physcon, Lathyrus, and 
Alexander I. 
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The coins struck before Physcon's undoubted money fall into two 

ffroups. One of these is clearly of later style than 
Earlier coinages. ^ ^ 

the other, and contains certain pieces which from 

their high dates can only be of Philometor or Physcon. By a careful 

comparison, based on the undoubted coinages of Philometor and of 

Physcon, those coins which bear dates suited to either king may be 

classed with probability. 

There remains the earlier group of Cyprian coins. This resembles 
Coins of the group assigned to Philometor, but is unquestion- 

Silver. * ^^^7 antecedent to it. The dates range from year 
(PI. xvi. i,2,4.a) 2 to year 20. Such a series would suit Epiphanes, 
the predecessor of Pbiloinetor, his reign having lasted 24 years, and 
would not suit the next earlier king Philopator, who reigned 1 7 only. 
They cannot possibly be anterior to Philopator. It must be added 
that a single coin (pi. xiv., 2) previously assigned to the 4th 
year of Philopator would, if this be the true attribution, be the 
earliest instance of dated money of Cyprus marked by the symbol L. 
The comparatively continuous series begins with Epiphanes. 

This determination of the ordinary silver staters of Epiphanes 
struck in Cyprus is supported by a coin with his bust (known .to 
represent him by its being elsewhere accompanied by his distinctive 
title HTOAEMAIOY Eni<l>ANOY2 pi. xxxii., 7), and the letters 
in the left of the field PO corresponding to PO on a coin of Paphos, 
undated, but probably of his first or second year, judging from the 
style. The letters are unusual, and may be conjectured to indicate 
Copper. .Polycrates, governor of the island until B.C. 196. 

(PI. xvi. 3,9,10.) fjjQ Cyprian copper money of this reign may 
be determined by a comparison of the series here assigned to 
Paphos and Citium with the copper coinage of the island under 
Philopator, which is of similar but better work. The supposed 
copper of Salamis appears to be of the same time as the two groups 
classed to Paphos and Citium. 
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Daring the short period for which Epiphanes held Phoenicsia 

(B.C. 204-198) his chief mint appears to have been 

Gold Silver and the federal city of Tripolis.

drachms here assigned to Tripolis is likely to create 

a doubt whether the same symbols on the gold coins struck by 

Berenice II. in the Cyrenaica should not weaken the present 

attribution. It is^ however, to be remembered that no symbols 

would be more likely at Tripolis than these, and that a silver 

stater presents the united monogram and symbol ^, TP and palm, 

which can scarcely be of any other mint. In the silver coinage with 

the head of Ptolemy Soter, the style PTOAEMAIOY SIITHPOS 

still appears giving way in this class to PTOAEMAIOY ^A^IAEAS. 

This would be the natural effect of the portrait-coinage of Epiphanes, 

which could not well bear a reverse with the legend of Ptolemy 

Soter. The copper coinage of Tyre is classed here on account of it» 

late style and the occurrence of the monogram fi^ , which appears 

on the coinage of Epiphanes (nos. 53, 54, cf. pi. xxxii. 7). 

The Egyptian gold and silver coinage is classed to that country 

on grounds that seem conclusive. The series of 

Gold and silver. Cyprus is determined, and that of Phoenicia must 

.) have been necessarily very limited. Indeed, if the 

letters in the left of the field of some coins of the remaining group 

are dates, their Phoenician attribution would be impossible, as some 

of them would fall after the loss of the province. It is not likely 

that any city of the Cyrenaica was chosen as a principal mint, and 

thus probability limits us to Egypt, the only country left for their 

issue. This conjecture is supported by the style of the coins, which 

is rather Egyptian than of any other part of Ptolemy^s dominions. 

The letters in the left of the field are A, B, H, O, and either denote 

years or mark a series of issues. There is, however, no certain instance 

of a mere mint-number on the reverse of any Ptolemaic coin, and. 
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tte occarrence of dates would well correspond with the contemporary 
issue of dated coins in Cyprus. 

The copper money here assigned to Egypt under Epiphanes is 
Copper ^^ *^^ classes. The First Coinage is simply an 

(PI. xvii. 6. inferior repetition of the Second, or last. Coinage 
of Euergetes; the Second Coinage similarly re- 
peats in its larger coins the Second Coinage of Philadelphus, 
the smaller size presenting a type which varies the type of 
Philopator. The distinctive types are of course those of the 
reverses, (i.) Eagle 1. ; in front, comucopiee. (ii. a.) Eagle 1., wings 
open, looking back. (ii. 13.) Eagle 1., on left wing double comucopiae. 
These classes are connected by the common use of the letters 2E, 
separate or in monogram. The double comucopiae probably indi- 
cates the marriage of Epiphanes in B.C. 193. A small coin, with the 
reverse-type of the eagle with open wings looking back, is interest- 
ing as having for the obverse-type the head of Nilus (pi. xviii., 3). 
It is evident that these coins are later than the time of Philopator, as 
one retains in a Varied form a type of his copper, and is connected 
with the rest, while all show a decline in style. Are they, however, 
earlier than the reign of Philometor ? in other words, are they of 
Epiphanes ? A careful comparison of the new issues of the regency 
of Cleopatra I., widow of Epiphanes, and of the coinage of her sons 
Philometor and Physcon, gives a general support to the classifi- 
cation, as also does the coinage of Cyrenaica here attributed to the 
present reign. 

The later Cyrenaic coins with the types of the heads of Ptolemy L 

Cyrenaica *^^ Libya, are all, but the latest, here classed to 

Copper. Epiphanes. Like the coins attributed to Egypt, 

( .xviii. .) ^j^^y ^^^ characterized by the single and double 
comucopiae on two classes. They also bear the letters 2E in mono- 
gram and ME. They must be later than the coinage of Berenice IL 
and the autonomous copper coinage with KOINON, which may 
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be assigned to the period including the reigns of Euergetes and 
Philopator (p. xlvii). They are anterior to the rule of Physcon, 
whose title Euergetes (II.) occurs on all his Cyrenaic money. Allow- 
ing a few of the class under consideration, in its latest style, and a 
coin of the regency of Cleopatra I. of a different character, to the 
period between the accession of Philometor, b.c. 1 SI, and the separa- 
tion of Cyrenaica under Physcon^s rule, B.C. 164-3, it is obvious that 
the coins attributed to Epiphanes could only be of him or Philopator. 
That they are of Epiphanes is almost certain, from the presence of 
both ME and 2E (monogram), the first also occurring on a silver 
coin of this king, assigned to Egypt, the second on the Egyptian 
copper which is most probably his. 

It may be well to observe that the gold octadrachms attributed ta 
Phoenicia and to Egypt, and some of the silver staters of both 

countries, present the bust of Epiphanes, with (in 
Types. 

gold) a radiate diadem, this type combined with a 

radiate cornucopiaa on the reverse,, a diadem adorned with an ear of 
com, and (in silver) a plain diadem, as in the solitary coin of Cyprua 
with his portrait* It may be remarked that the plain diadem only 
occurs on this Cyprus coin supposed to have been struck while Poly- 
crates was governor, and if so, between B.C. 204 and 196, and on an 
Egyptian stater which is here supposed to be of the 8th year 
(b.c. 198-7), on which the ear of corn appears to have been effaced 
on the die. The divinity to whom Epiphanes is assimilated by the 
radiate diadem and the ear of corn is probably Sarapis^ who, as a 
form of Osiris, would be solar, and connected with the idea of pro- 
ductiveness. Certainly Sarapis appears as the consort of Cleopatra I., 
the widow of Epiphanes, represented on her coins in the character 
of Isis, 
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Coins of Ptolemy FT., Philometor.

Cyprna. Copper. Egyptian copper money of Antiochus IV. Epiphanes, 
(PI. xviii. 7.) brother of Cleopatra I., struck during his usurpation. 
His Egyptian coinage is clearly imitated from earlier issues of Egypt, 
no actually new type being introduced but the head of Antiochus him- 
self. The second denomination has for obverse-type the head of a 
Queen in the character of Isis (Cat. Seleucidae, pi. xii., no. 12), a head 
which we find on copper money of Cyprus and Egypt. One of the 
earliest in style of the Cyprian coins in question has on the obverse 
the inscription BA2IAI22H2 KAEOPATPAS, and on the reverse 
PTOAEMAIOY BASIAEXIS (pi. xviii., 7) . This Cleopatra can only 
be the first of that name, striking with the title Queen probably 
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as heiress of Coele-Syria and Phoenicia, in association with her son 
Philometor, for whom she was regent. 

The interesting staters with the busts jugate of Sarapis and Cleo- 
patra as Isis appear to have been the special silver

of Sarapis and but separately, on the Egyptian coinage of Antiochus

copiae being double. The association of Cleopatra with Sarapis 

implies the protection of the most popular Egyptian divinity of the 

time, just as Apollo, who shared with Ammon a similar position with 

the Greeks of the Cyrenaica, appears with Cleopatra on her Cyrenaic 

coinage, to be next noticed. The usual representation of Epiphanes 

with the diadem adorned with the ear of corn has been already shown 

to be a link with the Osiris cycle to which Sarapis belongs ; but this 

must not be too strongly insisted upon. From their fabric, these silver 

staters with the two busts are probably of Egypt. To the same 

Copper. country are here assigned copper coins which are 

(PL xviii. 9.) identical with those of Cyprus without the name of 
Cleopatra, except that they are of Egyptian fabric. 

A single copper coin represents the Cyrenaic currency under 

Cyrenaica, Cleopatra I. The obverse has the busts of Apollo

There can be no doubt that there are some coins in the Cyprian 

series of Philometor. and others of Physcon. The

dated series from year 41 to 64 can be of no other 

Ptolemy than Physcon, he alone of his family haviog reigned above 
88 or possibly 40 years ; and considering that they are of a class 
which can only be of Philometor or Physcon, as Philometor reigned 36 
years, the dates assigned to Physcon may be extended as far as 37 
inclusive, giving years 37-64 inclusive for his undoubted coinage. 
Similarly all coins dated before year 25 of like fabric can only be of 
Philometor, Physcon having become ruler of Cyprus in his own 25th 
year. But as Philometor reigned 36 years, all coins of this group dated 
year 25 to 36 may be of either Philometor or Physcon, The discrimina- 
tion is extremely difficult By comparing the coins of Philometor 
before year 25 with later specimens of the series, and similarly by 
carrying up a comparison of Physcon's coins later than 37, it is possible 
to establish two groups, 28-34 probably of Philometor but possibly of 
Physcon, and 25-36 probably of Physcon but possibly of Philometor. 
Although the period from the 36th year of Philometor to the 36th 
of Physcon is only eleven years, a difierence in style is to be expected. 
Such a difference we certainly find iu Physcon's undoubted coinage 
within as short a period. At the same time there are insuperable 
diflSculties in the way of a final division of the coins of the doubtful 
groups. \ careful study of those of the class year 25-36, attributed 
to Physcon probably or Philometor possibly, shows that the same 
obverse-die was used in later years for the same and another town. 
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(Thus the obverse-die of Salamis year 31 is used with two diflfefenfe 

reverse-dies of Salamis 82 and with another of Citium 32 : again, an 

obverse-die of Citium year 31 is repeated with several different} 

reverse-dies, and another of 32 with a different reverse-die, p* 90-92.) 

It follows that coins which are apparently of two classes^ the obverse 

resembling Philometor's undoubted currency^ the reverse Physcon's, 

may be reissues of Philometor's obverse-types by Physcon. It is 

even possible that Physcon reissued Philometor^s reverse-types for 

the corresponding years of his own reign, though the actual proof 

cannot be expected.

If any of 

the coins conjecturally assigned to an Egyptian mint were a 

Cyprian issue, they would be of a rougher fabric than that of 

Paphos or the other mints of the island, and this of course favours 

the attribution to the mint of Alexandria here preferred^ 

The style of Philometor's certain coins is better than that of the

The joint reign of Philometor and Physcon B.C. 168-164-3 may 
perhaps be commemorated by the issue in Cyprus 
and Egypt of hastily-struck copper coins which have 
the air of money of necessity. There appear to hare 
been two issues in Egypt, the first repeating the 
largest denomination of Eulasus, without the lotus, 
the second a barbarous reissue of the same types 
(pi. xix., no. 3). Possibly part or all of this group 
should be classed to Physcon's first sole reign^ B.C. 170 — 168. 

To the period between the death of Cleopatra I. and the close of 
the joint reign of the two kings, when Physcon 
became king of Cyrene and issued a special coin- 
age, we may con jecturally assign the latest copper 
coins with the heads of Ptolemy I. and Libya> 
which have some analogy in size and fabric with 
the Egyptian coins of about the same period. 
The Cyprian silver coinage assigned to Philometor . during his 
Sole reign of sole reign has been already discussed. Certain 
copper coins of Cyprus with the types of the 
head of Zeus Ammon and the eagle on thunder- 
bolt, with closed wings, and dates ranging from 
26 to 36, are classed to this period. Most have the 
lotus in the field left, beneath the date, but one bears 
a star above the date (cf . pi. xx., nos. 4, 5). * The lotus is markedly 
consistent with the attribution, the star is consistent, and the dates 
correspond to those of the issue of Cyprian silver in the series 
assigned to Philometor. One large coin in copper of the maximum 
Egyptian size (pi. xx., no. 3) is here classed to Cyprus, on account of 
its provenance and style, and its similarity in the reverse, not ex- 
cepting in the form of the lotus, to the dated pieces. It should be

Demetrius II. Nicator, in whose favour he appears to have 
resigned.* 

There is therefore nothing surprising in the occurrence of coins of 
Ptolemy Philometor in the character of a Seleucid king. These

The date of 
Eupator is therefore B.C. 146, and I have numbered him Ptolemy VII., 
as intermediate in the legitimate succession between Philometor and 
Physcon.* Professor Lepsius had, however, ascertained that 
Eupator was associated during his father^s life with him in the 
dynastic worship (Ueber einige Ergebnisse der aeg. Denkmaler

* M. Waddington numbers Eupator Ptolemy VIII., and I regret to have 
inadvertently adopted a different numbering, although on reasonable grounds. 
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This coin is evidently related to a group classed in the tables to 
Alexandria with the mint-mark PA, ranging from year 25 to 36, 
probably of Physcon, possibly of Philometor. The type of the head 
is most like that of the coins with the extreme dates. As the 25th 
year of Physcon was the 36th of Philometor we have here an 
agreement of type, however we attribute the group.* If we are 
justified in reading LAC KAI A, as a double date as in the coins of 
Cleopatra III. and Alexander I., where the years are arranged in 
the same manner without the conjunction, we have to choose between 
Philometor and Physcon. If the coin is of Philometor it would 
indicate that at the close of his reign he endeavoured to strengthen 
the position of his heir by direct association, only a slight step 
beyond the association in the family cultus. On the other hand, 
there is nothing in the reign of Physcon which would explain a 
double date in his 36th year. The presence of xai might be urged 
against this reading, but a magistrate's name would be more 
strange in this part of the series ; and if, as is likely, this was an 
innovation, the presence and subsequent dropping of the conjunction 
would be quite natural. 

Thus this exceptional coin cannot reasonably be doubted to be of 
Philometor and Bupator; thus furnishing us with a coregency, 
which is a new fact in history ; and it is not unlikely that it begins 
the Egyptian series with PA.

The coinages which may possibly be of the first and second 
periods have been already noticed (p. Ixiv). 

There are no silver coins which can be assigned with certainty to 
Physcon^s rule in the Cyrenaica, B.C. 164-3-146, or during the later 
part of his reign after Philometor's death b.c. 146-117. It is most 
probable that he had a silver coinage during the earlier of these 
periods, when he held no territory but the Cyrenaica ; and it will be 
seen that an uncertain group, to be noticed immediately after his 
assignable coinage, may be in part or wholly the wanted series, 
but the evidence is as yet slight (p. Ixxiii). 

The whole copper coinage of the Cyrenaica should be here noticed, 

CjrenaSoa. as we cannot separate the coins struck after Physcon's

The silver coinage of Cyprus and Egypt during Physcon's reign. 
Period 4 ^^^ Philometor's death B.C. 146 — 117, has been 

Cyprus; Egypt. noticed in discussing the coinage of Philometor. 
liver. Here it is necessary to add the reasons for con- 

sidering the Egyptian mint that adopted the mint-letters PA of 
PA for Paphos to be Alexandria. It might seem at first 

Alexandria. sight improbable that the well-known mint-letters 
of Paphos should have been adopted by another city. We have, 
however, an instance of a like usage in the imitations of the money 
of Athens, and an exact parallel in the appearance of the mint- 
letters of Constantinople, CON or COM, at one time, on the whole 
gold coinage of the Boman Empire. But the occurrence of the 
letters PA on coins of Oleopatra III. and Alexander I., with dates 
at which Cyprus was not subject to their rule, establishes a distinct 
principle. It only remains for us to ascertain what mint or mints 
the Egyptian PA represents. Ifc must be remembered that the 
silver coinage of the Ptolemies was emphatically that intended for 
their Greek subjects, the copper money obtaining a growing im- 
portance with the native Egyptians. Consequently, Alexandria 
would be the natural mint-city of the staters, apart from its im- 
portance as capital. If we could distinctly trace two fabrics we 
might assign a second mint to the only other gi^eat Greek city. 
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Ptolemais ; bat there is not safficient evidence to jastifj this hypo- 
thesis. At one time^ ander Ptolemy Alexander I. and Cleopatra III.^ 
one might be tempted to suggest it. 

At first there does not appear to have been a donble coinage at 
Paphos and Alexandria^ and it would seem probable that for some 
time after Physcon succeeded Philometor, apparently until the joint 
reign with Cleopatra II. and III., very little money was coined 
at Paphos, Alexandria having superseded it with the same mint- 
letters, PA* It is indeed possible that Philometor in his last 
year, 36, or Physcon on succeeding him, transferred the mint of 
Paphos to Alexandria^ and did not at once resume the Paphian 
currency. 

The silver money of the two periods of Physcon's reign after 
Period 4a. Philometor^s death may be separated by the dates.

(Paphos) and Egypt during the first period, 
(Plxxi.; xxii.i-6.) ^^ i46_127, Physcon's sole reign, presents the 
head of his mother Cleopatra I. and the eagle with open wings. 
The Cyprian group has the monogram QQ o( Paphos (pi. xxi., no. 3) ; 
the Egyptian group wants the monogram, and is further characterized 
by its style (pi. xxii., nos. 5, 6). The obverse- type is clearly 
derived from the money of Cleopatra's regency. That money is 
succeeded by the coinages of Eulsdus, of Antiochus IV. in Egypt, 
and by those coins which repeat the types of Eulasus, and lastly 
by the coins of Cyprus which it is reasonable to attribute to Phi- 
lometor's later years. It is obvious that a coinage resuming the type of 
Cleopatra which only recurs once before, in a denomination of 
Antiochus IV.'s money in the group just noticed, cannot well be 
earlier than the succession of Physcon. Two different series of later 
style seem to correspond to the joint rule of Physcon with Cleo- 
patra II. and III. B.C. 127 — 117, and to the subsequent coregency of 
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Cleopatra III. with Lathyrns or Alexander^ or probably both* 
The important copper coinage resuming the portrait of Cleopatra !► 
would thus suit the sole reign of Physcon B.C. 146 — 127, and there 
is no other copper money we could attribute to that time. 

The copper coinage of the second part of this period^ the joint 
Coregeney. reign of Physcon and the Cleopatras, is probably a

on the obverse, the eagle with open wings on the reverse. The coins 
are of Paphos and Egypt. The Paphian coins have the mint monogram 
p^, and occasionally on the obverse BA^IAI^^H^ KAEOPATPA? 
(pi. xxiii., no. 3). The Egyptian coins have no mint-monogram and 
no obverse-inscription, and are of clearly Egyptian fabric (no. 10). 
As the joint reign of Cleopatra III. with Lathyrus, and possibly that 
with Alexander, has coins with the same obverse-inscription, of 
Egyptian fiibric, and another type (Head of Zeus Ammon), and 
that coinage is long continued, there can be no doubt that the 
arrangement here proposed of the series with the head wearing 
the elephant's skin, itself most probably of earlier fabric than the 
series last noticed, is correct ; but these coins may possibly be of 
Cleopatra II. and Ptolemy Philometor. 

Coins of Citium with the head of Zeus Ammon and the eagle with 
open wings, having K between his legs, are from their bad fabric 
probably of late date in Physcon's reign, but cannot be cei*tainly 
attributed in point of time (pi. xxiii, no. 8). 

A very interesting coin throws light upon the obscure history 
of Ptolemy Philopator II., a young prince associated in the worship 
of the sovereigns in Phy scon's 52nd year. We may regard him as 
then definitely recognized as heir of the old king; and as he Was set 
aside by Cleopatra III. he was probably her brother, who stood in 
the way of her sons. This information is due to the researches of 
M. Revillout, who has most generously communicated them before 
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pablication in the Bevne Arch^logiqaa A coin of Fhyscon's 50th 
year^ strack at Paphos^ described in the tables^ p. 96, no. 99, 
presents on the reverse LN PA (pi. xxiii., no. 4). The conjunc- 
tion of N (50) and A (1), ^ ^ precisely as AC and A, on a 
previously noticed coin, A but without the teal, indicates, 

it would seem, a coregency ; and M. Bevillout is of opinion that a 
previous association in Cyprus in the 50th year of Physcon preceded 
that of the 52nd year in Egypt. Of course, as before, the actual 
occurrence of a regnal year on a coin would prove more than an 
association as heir, but a coregency for Cyprus only. 

Uncertain Coins of, and anterior to, the period of Ptolemy VI. and 

Ftoleniy VIIL 

There are two groups of silver coins, the one of about the period 
of Philometor and Physcon, the other extending from an earlier time 
and terminating about that time, which should be noticed here. 

A. The group of uncertain coins of about the period of Philometor

«boat time of possible that it represents the coinage of Physcon 
Ptolemy vni. during his sole reign in the Cyrenaica, B.C. 164-3- 
(Pl.xxiv.4-7.) j4g^ 

These coins are the only group in the clieiss of Ptolemaic silver 
money which have no indication of mint or moneyer, nor any certain 
indication of date. They have a general resemblance, but it 
may be that they do not all belong to one part of the empire. 
Unfortunately no satisfactory evidence of their provenance as 
a group has come to light. There seems, however, to be negative 
evidence that they are not Egyptian, as I do not know of their 
occurring in collections formed in Egypt. Their style appears 
to forbid Cyprus, and less certainly Phoenicia : their age as 
indicated by style would exclude the idea that they were struck 
in Greece. Consequently the Cyrenaica is not impossible as their 
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source, and Phy scours reign between B.C. 164-3-146 is not only 
the most likely period, but one favoured by the similarity observable 
in one of these coins and his supposed Egyptian coinage from 
B.C. 146. (Compare pi. xxiv. 6 with pi. xxii. 1, 2). They may be 
reasonably classed as two coinages. 

B. The second group is one of much greater importance. It is 

Coins of an Era. dated throughout, but the only other letters which 

(PI. XXV.) occur (€1 or E) on three specimens do not seem to 

be connected with a mint. The succession of dates and styles leaves. 

no doubt that the group is of one sequence. 

The provenance, as in the case of the previous class> is obscure. 
Similarly, however, the coins do not tcr my knowledge occur, with 
rare exceptions, in collections formed in Egypt, and the style 
excludes Cyprus while the length of the series excludes Greece or 
Asia Minor. Here, however, a difference is to be noted. Instead 
of the ordinary inscription PTOAEMAloV BASIAEH^^ the reverses 
bear up to year 90 inclusive the Phoenician variety of style 
nXOAEMAlOY ^nXHPO?. It is also remarkable that all coins^ 
with the title SflTHPO? are tetradrachms, all with BA^IAEH^ 
didrachms. There is no indication of mint or magistrate except on 
three didrachms. El occurring on the thunderbolt on one of the 
coins of year 109 and on that of 110, and €, probably for the same 
word, on another of year 115. Occurring on two coins of successive 
years. El cannot be a date. No mint seems to agree with El or €, 
and consequently it probably stands for a magistrate's name* The 
chief varieties in the type are in the place of the date, which is first 
between the eagle's legs, then in the field left, then in the exergue, 
then in the field left again, then in the earliest didrachms on the 
thunderbolt, and lastly across the field. The thunderbolt is occa- 
sionally winged from year 88, and from year 112 is always winged. 
The types show a curious degradation with a recovery on the reverse 
in year 88 ; the didrachms are uniformly of better style. (See pi. xxv.) 
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The Era must be regal or civic. A ciric Era is almost excluded by 
the absence of indications of the mint. If regal, it would first appear 
that we should choose between the Era of Philip B.C. 324 and 
that of DionysiuR, or of Ptolemy Philadelphus, B.C. 285. The Era 
of the SeleucidaD seems wholly out of the question. The choice of 
the Era depends upon the style of the coins as well as the territory 
in which they were struck. If we conclude them to be of Phoenicia 
or a neighbouring province, no known Era but that of Philip would 
«uit. The highest date on the coins is year 117: thus we should have 
116 years before B.C. 199 when Ptolemy V. lost Phoenicia, or b.c. 315 
for the latest date of the beginning of the Era. If, however, we reckon 
from B.C. 324 or 315 the style of the coins which would fall about the 
time of Philadelphus (years 48, 50, 71, 72, 74, 75 ?, 77) with the dated 
coins of this king struck in Phoenicia, the arrangement is destroyed by 
the evidence of style. If we arrange them by style, the Era of Diony- 
sius would suit, and most modifications of type in the place of the date 
would indicate a change of reign. The alteration of style 5flTH PO? 
to BA^IAEIl^ would suit either Era. The style of the coins seems 
.as surely to point to the East as the inscription FITOAEMAlOY 
SflTHPO?, and if we accept the Era of Dionysius, there is a. 
remarkable agreement between the coins here attributed to the 
reign of Euergetes and his Phoenician issues, particularly those of 
barbarous style. But if the coins were struck in the East and 
dated by the Era of Dionysius, some maritime city must have been 
held by Epiphanes after he had lost the rest of his Oriental provinces. 
This is so doubtful that a third but very hazardous hypothesis may 
be suggested. The cultus of Ptolemy I. as Soter appears to have 
been introduced in the year 25, B.C. 261-0, when the new title 
begins in the Phoenician silver currency, the title 'king' being 
dropped for a long time. If the coins were thus religious, 
and dated from this event, which we may place B.C. 261-0, we 
could understand their being struck until the conquest of Egypt 
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by Antiochus Epiphanes, when by this arrangement there is a gap, 
and the title ^flTHP disappears. Again, their reissue with the 
title BA^IAEY^ from the early part of the sole reign of Philometor 
until his death, and perhaps into the next year if we date from 
B.C. 261-0, is equally possible, for it is quite reasonable to suppose 
he recovered some border-towns of Phoenicia before his conquest of 
the country at the close of his reign, and Physcon may not have 
instantly lost all his brother gained. This arrangement is most 
consistent with the style of the coins as compared with the known 
Phoenician issues, and failing these, with those of Cyprus. 

Coins of Ptolemy X., Soter IL (Lathyrus), Ptolemy XL, Alexander J., 
and Ptolemy {Apion) King of Gyrene. 

The coins of the sons of Physcon must be treated together, as 
Coins of sons of *^®"* reigns were mainly contemporary, and in the 
cases of Lathyrus and Alexander I. interchanging

The Egyptian and the Cyprian 

coinages are markedly distinct : the chronological sequence in each 

country would be equally clear were it not that both Lathyrus and 

Cypnu, Silver, Alexander may have coined at Cyprus during their 

lathynif.

Alexander P^r,I. ^^ ^^^ ^^ Lathyrus, Consequently all Cyprian coins 
(PI. xxvii. 6-11.) dated 1 to 4 may be of either king. The strictest 
principle of arrangement would be to class to Lathyrus probably, 
Alexander possibly, those coins of these dates which closely resemble 
the latest coins of Physcon, and to Alexander probably, Lathyrus 
possibly, those which closely resemble Alexander's undoubted later 
Cyprian coinage. It will be seen by examining the plates that there 
is a sufficient difference of style to justify a more positive arrangement. 
There is a difficulty in the Cyprian series. The supposed 
coinage of Alexander closes at Paphos and Citium with coins of 
year 9, the Museum having two specimens of Paphos (one engraved, 
pL xxvii. 7) and one of Citium of this data It is, however, quite 
certain that Alexander was sent for by Cleopatra III. in the pre- 
vious year and appointed her coregent in Egypt, where coins were 
fitruck with the joint dates 11 (of Cleopatra) and 8 (of Alexander). 
Nothing is better determined in the coinage of the Ptolemies than 
the attribution of the double-dated coins which begin with those 
bearing the years just mentioned. There does not, however, seem 
to be any proof that Alexander abandoned Cyprus, and Lathyrus 
took possession of the islaad, when the change of sovereigns took 
place in Egypt. On the contrary, Justin states that Cleopatra sent 
a force to Cyprus against Lathyrus, who in ccmsequence left the 
island. {Nee filium regno expuliase qontenta bello Cypri exulantem 
perseqaitur. Undo pulse interfecit ducem exercitus sui, quod vivum

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enin e manibns dimisisset^ quanqnam Ptolemaeus rerecandia matetni 
belli non viribus minor ab insula recessiaset. xxxix. 4) It is quite 
certain that Lathyras was in full possession of Cyprus B.C. 105, 
in his 12th or 13th year, the 9th or 10th of Alexander (Jos. A. J. 
xiii 1 2. 2). It is confirmatory of the proposed modification of the 
usual view of the history of the time, that one of the two coins of 
year 8 (Paphos) in the Museum and the three of year 9 present an 
appearance of hasty striking (pi. xxvii., no. 12). One coin of the 
Dionysiac series is classed with the group of Alexander; it may be 
of Lathyrus (pi. xxvii. 12). 

The Cyprian copper coinage assigned to the first reign of 

Copper Lathyrus in the island is similar to the Egyptian

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In the series with the double dates we find two characteristically 
diJBferent heads of Ptolemy L, one of which preserves the head on 
the latest Egyptian coins of Physcon (cf. pi. xxviii., no. 2, with 
xxiii. 9), and the other shows a variety found only after his time. 
During the joint reign of Lathyrus and Cleopatra III. (b.c. 117 — 111) 
the first type alone occurs in the Egyptian coinage (xxvi. 4, 5, 6). 
During the sole reign of Lathyrus (b.c. Ill — 107-6) the second type, 
with straighter features (xxvii. 2), is found side by side with the 
old one (no. 1). In the joint reign of Alexander and Cleopatra III., 
as already indicated, the two types continue, but during the sole 
reign of Alexander, so far as we can judge from the coins, which 
become much debased in style, only the older Egyptian type is 
maintained (xxviii. 3, 4, 5). The one coin of Lathyrus after the 
time of Alexander is simply a copy of Alexander's latest currency 
ino. 8). 

The copper coins of Egypt during the whole period under con»

this type is, as already shown, to be placed in the joint reign of 
Cleopatra III. and Lathyrus, the style repeating this Queen's or her 
mother's as coregent, and Cleopatra I. her grandmother's as 
regent. The monogram on coins of undoubted Egyptian fabric is 
Valuable as connecting Paphos with an Egyptian mint. The com- 
parison of fabric with the Cyprian coins of Lathyrus and Cleopatra 
III. is most instructive (xxvL 3). In Egypt the Queen's name and 
the mint-monogram seem to have speedily disappeared (no. 8), but 
the coinage was probably prolonged at least until the death of 
Lathyrus. It was appropriate during the two joint reigns, and not 
inappropriate to the sole reigns of Lathyrus and Alexander, Ptolemy 
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Fliiladelphas having set the estample of indicating his consort by a 

second eagle as by a second comucopisd.

with or without OE[OY] is characteristic of the Cyrenaic issues, as 
in Physcon's case. (Miiller, Numismatique de TAncienne Afrique, 
SuppL p. 29, on Physcon's Cyrenaic money). The second type 
preserves that of Physcon during the last coregency with the 
Cleopatras. The coins are attributed by their provenance. The 
chronology presents some difficulty. It has been hitherto held 
that Apion immediately succeeded Physcon at Cyrene. The number 
of the coins apparently of Lathyrus, besides some undoubtedly his, 
would make the most reasonable date of the accession of Apion that 
of the exile of Lathyrus, B.C. 107-6, 

To Ptolemy Apion I have conjecturally assigned the small copper 

Ptoldmy Apion. Coins apparently of Cyrenaic fabric with the in- 

(PL xxviii. 9.) scription B A for BA^IAEIl^. Perhaps some or 

all of the coins assigned to Lathyrus which bear no title are Apion's. 

Coins of Ptolemy XIIL, Neus Dionysus {Auletes) . 

There is no difficulty in arranging the coins of Ptolemy Auletes. 
Coinage of "^^^ baseness of the metal, which is almost potin, 
Ptolemy AuletM, is far below that of any other Ptolemaic series, 
( . XXIX. - .) ^^^ connects this money with the Boman potin 
of Alexandria, to which it should stand nearest. The known 
dates, with a break for the rule of Cleopatra VI. with Bere- 
nice IV. and Berenice alone, exactly suit the reign of Auletes, 
and the type is the -same as that of the silver coin of Cleopatra 
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VII., Btnick in her sixth year, therefore not long after the 
death of Auletes (pi. xxx., no. 5). It is worthy of remark that 
on his restoration Auletes appears to have issued a better coinage. 
From the beginning of his reign to his expulsion there is 
evidently a growing debasement accompanied by degradation in 
work, but during his second reign the quality of the metal is evidently 
better and the work more careful. (Cf. Feuardent, Coll. Demetrio i. 
p. Ill, 112.) The weight throughout is irregular, and M. Feuardent 
(1. c.) seems to be in error in stating that it becomes more uniform 
in the second reign : the majority of the coins are, however, then 
higher in weight than before; yet the low weights of 182.8 and 
147.6 occur in the ten tetradrachms of the Museum collection 
beloiiging to the second reign.

(b.c. 81 — 58). No other Ptolemy after Lathyrus had so long a 
reign. The fabric of the coins is rather Cyprian than Egyptian, 
though the converse seems to be true of the style. The obverse- 
type at first resembles the later Cyprian money of Lathyrus and the 
earlier Egyptian of Auletes. The reverse-type follows the extreme 
simplicity of the Egyptian coinages before Auletes, there being no 
symbol, nor any palm beside the eagle. The provenance is sometimes 
Egyptian, but some of the Museum specimens come from sources 
which would rather point to Cyprus as the origin of the coinage. 
Strangely, however, I know personally of no instance of these coins 
being brought from Cyprus. M. Feuardent, however, states that they 
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are largely found there. The attribution would be balanced between 
the first reign of Auletes and his brother's reign as king of Cyprus 
but for circumstances which seem to point in favour of the Cyprian 
attribution. The types, except those of the obverses in the earliest 
years, are different in style and work from those of Auletes, and the 
reverse-types are markedly distinct. Besides the difference in style 
and work, the silver is much better in the doubtful series. It is 
thus safest to accept, as most probable, M, Feuardent's attribution 
of these coins to Ptolemy, king of Cyprus. (Coll. Dem. p. 1 Id— 11 8.) 
Certain copper coins of undoubted Cyprian fabric have been here 
classed to the same king (pi. xxx., nos. 1 — 3). They are obviously- 
very late in date, and those which bear the palm-branch under the 
eagle's wing and the monogram of Cyprus ^ , are thus connected 
with the time of Auletes and the early part of the reign of Cleopatra 
VII. by the type, and with the Cyprian coinage of Cleopatra by the 
monogram (xxx. 6). The attribution of these pieces is therefore 
probable, and the others cannot be much out of place* 

Ooins of the Successors of Auletes. 

It is not probable that the reigns of the successors of Auletes 
were commemorated by any but a scanty issue of 
c»880MofAuleitei! Egyptian money suflScient to show their exercise 
of the regal right of coinage. The earlier part 
of the period was disturbed ; in the later, the Roman or virtually 
Roman coinage, issued throughout the foreign provinces over which 
Cleopatra held a joint rule with Antony, must have provided an 
ample gold and silver currency even for Egypt. 

It will be best to take the Cyprian coinage of the whole period 

C mi copper l>efore the Egyptian. Cyprus was restored by Caesar 

to the Ptolemaic family, and the two younger of the 

children of Auletes, Ptolemy XV. and Arsinoe IV., made joint 
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sovereigns b.c. 47. This arrangement was broken in the same year, 
when after the death of h«r elder brother Cleopatra VII. was associated 
with the younger, Ptolemy XV., on the Egyptian throne. The 
young king was murdered in B.C. 44, and Ptolemy XVI., Cassar, taken 
as colleague by his mother Cleopatra, their joint reign lasting 
until the overthrow of the Ptolemaic dynasty B.C. 30. Whether 
Cyprus was handed over to any representatives of Ptolemy XV. 
and Arsinoe is not clear : they never appear to have gone to the 
island. It seems to have fallen into the hands of the Romans 
soon after the arrangement which gave it to the young sovereigns, 
and to have he&a retained by them until about b.c. 44, when 
Cleopatra seized it and held it until B.C. 41. Antony gave the 
island to Cleopatra and Ptolemy Caesar B.C. 36, and it thence- 
forward remained part of the Ptolemaic kingdom. (Cf. Bngel, 
Kypros. i. p. 455 seqq.) Thus it is possible that Ptolemy XV. and 
Arsinoe may have issued coins in Cyprus, and even that the same 
king and Cleopatra may have done so. To the 

(PI XXX 6 ) interval B.C. 36 — 30 no doubt belongs the copper 

coinage with the obverse-type of Cleopatra as 

Aphrodite holding on her arm Ptolemy Cassar as Bros, and the 

reverse-type of a double cornucopias, with the inscription 

Ptolemy XV. KAEorATPAS BA^IAI^^H^ and the monogram 
and Ar8ino§ IV. 1 of Cyprus ^. There are, however, other coins with 

( . XXX. .) ^j^^ j^^^ ^£ 2eus Ammon, and the two eagles, with 
the headdress of Isis in front, either with (no. 4) or without a stand, 
or else no symbol: these coins must refer to a joint reign, and 
seem later than the coins with the single eagle assigned to Ptolemy 
King of Cyprus in this Catalogue. Probability would be in favour 
of assigning them to Cleopatra and Ptolemy Caesar, were it not 
that the bulk of the Egyptian coinage, copper, of the period of 
their joint reign bears her head and name alone, the double reign 
being merely indicated by the double cornucopieB, and that simi- 
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larly in the copper coinage of Cypras before noticed the jonng 

colleague simply appears in the inferior character of Eros. Thus 

these coins should rather be assigned to the joint reign of 

Ptolemy XV. and Arsinoe, but with hesitation, as we want proof 

that the island was actually under the mle of these coregents. 

The Egyptian coinage of the successors of Auletes presents no 

difficulties. In her 6th year, b.c. 47-46, Cleopatra 

Egypt. struck silver money of which the Museum has a 

Silver, copper. specimen, a drachm with her portrait and the 

reverse-type of Auletes. As there is no allusion to 

any Ptolemy, a most exceptional phenomenon in ordinary silver 

money of the dynasty, it is probable that this coin was issued before 

Ptolemy XV. became her colleague, which took place b.c. 47, after 

the death of Ptolemy XIV. in December B.C. 48 (Lepsius, Konigs- 

buch, Syn. Taf. 9) : therefore it may be dated b.c, 47. The 

copper coinage is no doubt of the joint reign with Ptolemy Caesar 

(b.c 44 — 30), the double cornucopieB indicating the coregency. 

The larger coins bear the mint-mark PI for PA, the smaller M 

Ptolemy Caesar ^^^ ^^^ which may possibly indicate Memphis. 

Copper. A single copper coin of very late style is assigned

The letters, monograms, and symbols indicating mints are more 

constant and regular in the coinage of the Ptolemies than in any 

other series of Greek regal money. 

The place of the mint-name is usually in the field of the reverse, 

and if the coin is dated, the mint- name and date 

caUons o ^^^ ^^ opposite sides of the field. The rare positions 

of the mint-name are the space between the eaglets 

legs, and the^ rare positions of the date the exergue, and the 

thunderbolt. 

(1) Coins of Cyprus. In the sequence of coins dating from the 

time of Ptolemy V. Bpiphanes to that of Ptolemy X, 
Cypms.

In coins of Egyptian fabric, PA {M) and |ZS] (M) stand for an 
Egyptian mint, no doubt Alexandria (pp. Ixii., Ixx., Ixxi., above). 
Under Cleopatra VII. fl {M) occurs. It is obvious from this list 
that whenever we find these letters in the usual mint- places on coins 
of -Cyprian fabric, or such fabric as we may fairly think to be 
Cyprian, struck by other Ptolemies ruling the island, we may assign 
the coins to these cities. Two monograms probably of Paphos FJI^ 
/^, of the Third Coinage of Ptolemy I. (p. 2), and a probable one of 
Salamis (Q) of his Fourth (p. 4), suggest a classification to these 
cities. The first attribution is confirmed by comparison with coins 

m 
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of Paphos (jp\) of the next class, a second monogram being common 
to both (cf. p. 2, no. 10, and p. 3, no 19). 

The symbols occurring on the coins of Cyprus, already noticed as 
probably indicating offices of the strategos, are not connected with 
any special mints. The same appears to be the case with other 
symbols in the Cyprian series from Ptolemy Epiphanes downwards. 

(2) Coins of Phoenicia and the neighbouring coast. The basis 

of classification is to be found in the coins of 
Phoenicia. 

Ptolemy II. Philadelphus : its reasonableness will 

appear from the following table, after short explanation of a few 

points.

The coins of Ptolemais are classed by their similarity in fabric to 
the rest of the group. To Ptolemais in the Thebais coins are given 
of Ptolemy I. and II. with mint-letters PT and monogram ITI, They 
are of different fabric and of a connected series : as Ptolemy I. did not 
hold Phoenicia, they cannot be of that country. 

Most of the attributions to Phoenicia are obvious. The harpa is 
assigned to Joppa on account of the myth of Perseus. The trident 
associated with B is appropriate to Berytus. It will be observed 
that the symbol almost always occurs alone without a monogram 
on the copper money. 

There is a remarkable deviation from the general system of the 
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Ptolemaic coins in those Phoenician pieces in copper which bear 
a new type, a female figure, a city, facing, on an advahcing prow. 
These coins are reasonably assigned to Sidon. 

It is evident that under Ptolemy IL and IIL the coins of Phoenicia, 
though having the mint-marks of the various cities, were usually 
struck at a central mint, as stated in the previous section (p.xxxiv). 
Coins with mint-marks which cannot be connected with any of the 
coast-cities are probably of a common currency struck at the central 
mint, and are therefore assigned to it.

The attribution of coins to the town of Ptolemais in the 
Thebais, which as the Greek centre of Upper Egypt would pro- 
bably have had a mint, has been already explained. The mint- 
mark J^ is conjecturally assigned to Daphnas, because the coins of 
Alexander with the same monogram have an Egyptian symbol. 
A mint on the eastern border, where the Ptolemies must have 
maintained one or more large Greek garrisons, is very likely. . 

The paucity of mints we can assign to Egypt may be explained 
by the limited Hellenization of the country, and the concentration 
of the administration in Greek centres. Indeed the general absence 
of mint-names on the money of Egyptian fabric probably indicates 
that it was for the most part struck in Alexandria. 
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(4) Coins of the Cyrenaica. Most of the Ptolemaic coins of the 

Cyrenaica are without evidence of mintage. Some, 
Cyrenaica. 

however, have indications by which they can be 

attributed to special cities. Under Ptolemy I. the crab appears 
to indicate ApoUonia, and the silphium Gyrene. In the coinage of 
Magas the crab is again found. Under Berenice the star probably 
indicates Gyrene, and her coinage of Euesperides-Berenice has the 
reverse-type enclosed in an apple -wreath, and as symbols the trident 
and silphium. Other coins show the apple-branch certainly or pro- 
bably as the symbol of the latter town. 

(5) Goins of Asia Minor ? and doubtful mints. Under the coin- 

ages of Ptolemy I. in which he bears the title king, 
dottbtful ^^^ Fifth and Sixth (the Sixth continuing under 

Philadelphus as his First, and being the great issue 
marked with the A), we find, besides the certain and probable indi- 
cations of Gyprus and Egypt as well as of the Gyrenaica, a number 
of mint-letters and monograms not characteristic of any other 
Ptolemaic money. 

In this doubtful class the Fifth Goinage is represented by a 
limited number of coins which, judging from the provenance of cer- 
tain copper specimens, would appear to be of Garia or the neigh- 
bouring countries. Most are characterized by the club, indicating 
a local worship of Heracles. It is possible that this symbol may be 
of Gos. 

The coinage with the A is as a whole difficult of classification. 
It seems to be connected with the last by the recurrence of the 
club symbol. ' But there is a great variety of distinctive mono- 
grams or letters, some of which may be classed to cities jof Asia 
Minor, if the coins bearing them be of Ptolemy II. The series 
in general has a double set of mint-marks, one indicating the 
issue, the other perhaps the mint. The marks of the issue are 
fsli Pi ♦ for silver, and /C, A for copper. These general marks 
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run through the whole coinage, wherever struck, being combined 
with the special mark supposed to indicate the mint. Thus the 
general marks /^ and P are combined with the special mark 
ffl on silver coins. At present the classification of these coins must 
remain obscure. It is a significant circumstance that the general 
mark does not extend to the coinage of the Cyrenaica of this 
class (p. 12, nos. 97, 98). It might therefore seem possible that its 
range was still more limited than its varieties would indicate, and 
that instead of being classed to Asia Minor possibly and Egypt, it 
should be wholly assigned to Egypt. However, the monogram ^ 
which is identical with that of Miletus, and the absence of any mint- 
letters easily referable to Egypt, except Alexandria, Daphnes ? and 
Ptolemais, do not favour this view, 

A certain number of coins are classed to territories, not mints, on 
account of their bearing letters or monograms of moneyers which 
are found on coins attributed to mints of those territories, though 
they are without the distinctive mint-letters, or for other obvious 
reasons. 
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III. Weights. 

It is necessary to state briefly what standards the Ptolemies are 
known to have used, and to give the data aflPorded by the Museum 
Collection for the elucidation of the only obscure part of the 
question, that relating to the copper coinage. 

Ptolemy I. first coined gold and silver on the Attic standard, 
then introduced, perhaps in a local currency, the Rhodian for 
drachms, while still issuing Attic tetradrachms, next adopted the 
Rhodian standard, and ultimately chose the Phoenician, hence- 
forward used by all his successors. 

The table here given shows the denominations, and their probable 
standard weights.

The denominations marked with an asterisk occur only under one 
or two reigns, those within parenthetic marks are not found. 

The copper coinage of the Ptolemies seems to follow the same 
system of divisions throughout their rule. If the standard was 
reduced at one or more times the individual weights appear to have 
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remained the same^ a lower denomination representing a higher one 
of an earlier period. The following table gfives the average or 
individual weights of the well-preserved specimens in the National 
Collection, the notes supplying all necessary information as to the 
countries of issue, and specifying exceptional weights. 

The supposed normal weight is given as Attic. If we adopt 
Egyptian it would have to be raised, the Egyptian pound {uten) 
having weighed 1400 grs., and its main division (the het), being the 
tenth, 140 grs. The subdivisions would rather suggest the Attic 
system, and it is unlikely, that an Egyptian one would have been 
forced on the inhabitants of Cyprus and the Cyrenaica. The dif- 
ference is, however, too small to be of consequence in the com- 
parison, considering Ihe irregularity with which the copper money 
was struck. M. Eevillout's discussion of the evidence of the demotic 
papyri, in the Revue figyptologique for 1881, just published, is of 
• the highest value for the solution of the problem.
